greatly deplored that Sholem Asch did not 
choose the objects his unquestionable literary ability 
other characters than those whom hopelessly mis- 
understands. his book The Nazarene the present au- 
thor undertook write history the life Christ 
while rejecting the Nazarene’s unique and startling claim 
Divinity. write such LIFE far greater travesty 
than Hamlet without the Prince; tragic and colossal 
distortion. 


this present work Mr. Asch again essays LIFE 
man whose whole significance found his undying 
devotion Christ’s Divinity, and again the author dis- 
misses that stupendous claim something proceeding 
from the nebulous sphere myth from the disordered 
imagining sick and twisted mind. This not biog- 
raphy; not even caricature; abomination! 


one were draw catalogue all the errors that 
have ever been put forth concerning Saul Tarsus, from 
the early days the factions Corinth the extrava- 
gances modern rationalistic critics and sceptics, could 
find that list duplicated The Apostle. 


fact this book contains many errors history, 
many repudiations doctrine, and such complete dis- 
regard for psychological consistency that becomes 
problem decide where begin indicate these errors. 


Let begin with the author’s presentation the man 
himself. Saul Tarsus, Sholem Asch presents 
harsh, fanatical zealot, without tenderness mercy. 
times degenerates into little better than oriental 
confirmed misogynist, but toward the end 
his life softens somewhat this regard. The great 
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Saint and Apostle epileptic, visionary who fre- 
lost his sight during his seizures. For some un- 
known reason Sholem Asch portrays St. Paul having 
lost one eye. 


Paul’s conversion the way Damascus, is, course, 
treated completely natural phenomenon. The journey 
had been most arduous and the heat the sun was 
scorching; Paul’s nerves had been taut and his imagination 
was working feverish pace. Suddenly violent, 
tropical storm broke. Brilliant shafts light flashed out 
with terrifying effect from the blackness the sky. 
great fear seized upon all the company and they fell 
upon their faces. “At the edge the road lies Saul, 
though mighty hand had flung him down. His face 
turned the open sky, his eyes are open, foam breaks 
out upon his lips plain words, Paul had one 
his epileptic seizures and thought heard voice! This 
spite the thrice-repeated clear declaration the 
Acts that the vision was objective! (Acts, 3-19; 22, 6-16; 
26, 12-18) Paul even likens his vision the highway 
the apparitions Christ after His resurrection, and argues 
from his vision the reality the resurrection. Co- 
rinthians, 15, 5-9) 


During the three years that Paul spent the solitude 
the Arabian desert, the author places him one occasion 
Petra, taking part the licentious worship the tribal 
god This not only outraging history; 
outraging every instinct Paul, both Jew and Chris- 
tian. Paul, who had been Pharisee the Pharisees, 
purist the Jewish law, who loathed and abominated 
idolatry with physical revulsion, after his vision the 
road Damascus, could have taken part the obscene 
blasphemy Baal worship. preposterous and un- 


thinkable!

much must suffice for the distorted delineation the 
man. Now for some the grosser doctrinal errors. 
again, where begin? 


the resurrection Christ, the prime factor Paul’s 
preaching and teaching, Sholem Asch, witnessed his 
Nazarene, rehashes the old theories Strauss, Bauer, 
Loisy, al., build “mass hysteria” theory which 
isn’t even plausible psychology. writes thus the ap- 
parition Mary Magdala: “The vision Miriam 
Migdal was like trumpet call. Her exaltation passed 
swiftly into her beholders, and here and there woman 


threw herself the floor crying: too see Him’. 


Such presentation dismisses with wave the hand 
the historicity the Gospels. This the more strange 
that Mr. Asch accepts the historical narrative the 
Gospels many other points. Why relies upon the 
evangelists some points and rejects them others only 
poses the old question the whole rationalistic position. 


one character after another from the pages the New 
Testament moves before our vision, see them hope- 
lessly distorted and maligned. Ananias, for example, 
kind faith-healer, who restores Paul’s sight some 
clever ointments which had fabricated. Again the 
historical narration the Acts dismissed! St. James, 
likewise, rather objectionable fanatic, who has per- 
fected some healing oils which uses with great effect 
upon the sick. This Asch’s explanation the Jacobean 
promulgation Extreme Unction. 


Most objectionable all the author’s repetition the 
shop-worn theory the German and French rationalists, 
that Paul “divinized” Christ his own mind, and after- 
wards “sold” his ideas the infant church. all 
preposterous rejection the plain statements historical 
documents, but like many other “rationalists”, nothing 
too unreasonable used argument against the 
Faith. And have the impossible situation Paul’s 
explaining the Divinity Christ Peter, and Peter not 
knowing what was talking about. And this after Peter’s 
magnificent profession faith Cesarea Philippi: “Thou 
art the Christ, the Son the living God.” (Matthew, 
16, 16) And yet this same Peter does not understand 
what Paul means when says that Christ the Son 
God! 


The disciplinary misunderstanding between the Judaic 
and Gentile movements the infant church are exag- 
gerated all out proportion, that Paul represented 
establishing completely distinct and separate church. 
such extent does Sholem Asch distort the minor 
differences point view between the Judaizers and the 
followers Paul, that makes this preposterous state- 
ment: “It was longer dispute the name God, 
but sort rivalry between the God Israel and the 
Messiah, the God the 


St. Luke’s authorship the third Gospel accepted with- 
out questioning, and portrayed serious and 
scholarly historian. And yet Mr. Asch tells that 
Jerusalem Luke visited “an aunt” Christ, order 
learn from her some the unknown details. “She was 
old, very old, and white dove.” fact, Sholem 
Asch portrays her she was senile and her dotage. Luke 
listened breathlessly “her senile wanderings”, and thus 
incorporated into his gospel the “myths” the infancy. 
And Paul supposed have said: “The Messiah has

become the inheritor the gods; the myth Hellas 
dead, and the myth the lord has begun.” The utter 
incongruity such contradictions the psychology 
Luke the historian does not seem suggest itself Asch. 
sober historian, scholarly and exacting, would in- 
corporate myths into what specifically states serious 
history! 


Page after page simply reeks with error and distortions 
historical truth. Toward the end find this impos- 
sible statement: “The Apostle Paul begins find his way 
back God Whom had for time lost, because his 
love for the That line, perhaps better than 
any other, reveals the Yiddish mentality that colors and 
distorts the book. 


would impractical and impossible list anything 
like complete resumé the errors contained this 
book. Sholem Asch has written very dangerous book 
and one which must emphatically rejected every 
Christian. all the more regrettable and deplorable 
that writes well and with such rhythmic prose.

inevitable that None But the Lonely Heart will 
compared with How Green Was Valley but any com- 
parisons made will necessity overstrained since Mr. 
Llewellyn’s present work different genre than its 
predecessor. Huw Morgan the author portrayed 
gentle, sensitive and strong soul which rose above adversity 
and temptation develop normally good human 
being while Ernie Mott limns the portrait weak, 
deadened soul unable cope with its environment and 
sinking ever further into the depths evil life. Mr. 
Llewellyn makes two other notable shifts; milieu from 
the mining country Wales pre-war London’s crowded 
slums and style from lucidly beautiful yet pure prose 
clashing, racking Cockney slang which times 
almost unintelligible. 


Ernest Verdun Mott inarticulate yet within him seethe 
only vaguely formed and perceived passions and desires— 
good other people, enjoy their adulation, 
have material comfort, position and security—these 
him seem the ultimates human life. His father 
had been painter and had died the first World War. 
His mother operates secondhand furniture store but 
profits also from her dealings combination money- 
lender-pawnbroker for the neighborhood and from other 
activities shadier sort. Mott shrewd and 
canny woman, strong, self-sufficient, able cope with 
life yet many aspects unmoral and certainly inefficient 
her guidance Ernie. For almost five years Ernie has 
been apprenticed firm lithographers furtherance 
scarcely formed desire artist like his father. 
Because her fear that, following his father’s foot- 
steps, would develop into footloose rake and 
drunkard his mother opposed this course and her opposi- 
tion took the form rather shrewish nagging, with- 
drawal all marks affection, which only served 
antagonize the boy and force him deeper within him- 
self. Ernie wanted become artist but only because 
felt that was born him, that would inevitably 
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develop without effort his part, without the tedious 
years learning, the concentrated endeavor, the energy, 
the absorption with ideals requisite the development 
true art. was petulantly annoyed his inability 
draw and attributed not his own lack effort but 
the fancied injustice the world. Ernie was lazy, 
unco-operative, imagining always that his rights and privi- 
leges were being infringed upon and when attitude plus 
lack ability caused his employers dismiss him 
railed against another case injustice even though 
felt curious relief being well rid art. the 
same time would become almost panicky every time 
thought his own economic security now that was 
out work. 


With Ernie’s withdrawal from art career his mother’s 
attitude changes since she hopes that will now develop 
normally, find another and respectable trade, marry 
good girl and settle down respectability. She buys 
him new clothes, refurnishes his room, increases his allow- 
ance and general takes him her heart warning him 
only stay away from the “Fun Fair” penny arcade 
where had spent his time and where was fast be- 
coming enamoured Ada, the luscious cashier. Ernie 
sees respectability desirable both for the security and 
the position would give him and plans devote himself 
his mother’s business while investigating the possibilities 
see Ada and while doing meets Jim Mordinoy, 
racketeer, penny arcades, dance halls, night 
clubs, enterpreneur crime school and all around 
gangster. Jim wants Ada—Ada love with Clem 
Arbiter, orchestra leader with whom she had lived for 
several years and left only save him from Jim’s threats 
murder—Ada will not give Jim—Ada does not 
love Ernie but feels sorry for him and wants help him 
even giving herself swears that can- 
not have her one will—altogether vicious tangle 
which Jim holds all the high cards but cannot take the 
stakes. Against Ada’s entreaties and lured the pros- 
pect easy money which thinks will give him position 
and buy the things wants Ernie accepts Jim’s proposi- 
tion join his activities. scores outstanding suc- 
cess window-smasher blitz store robberies and 
has found niche where his fellows admire and 
respect him. 


his newfound stature Ernie plans kill Clem Arbiter 
and free Ada from the threat Mordinoy but his plans 
awry when unable find Arbiter. That same 
night murderous fight breaks out between rival gangs 
but Ernie, being valuable technical expert, not 
permitted participate. Being loose ends goes with

alleviate his loneliness. Throughout the book there are 
many instances introduced show the course Ernie’s 
development which cannot included summary 
this sort. Also there are various characters who influence 
him and cannot mentioned here. However some men- 
tion must made Henry Twite, elderly eccentric, 
who lives with the underworld going about attempting 
salvage much the human wreckage can. 
several occasions attempts steer Ernie away from 
the path taking but without success. 


Many reviewers are going call Mr. Llewellyn’s book 
study humanity. may well judged since has 
succeeded making Ernie Mott with all his hideousness 
come alive for us. The main purpose the book seems 
attempt show how powerful certain environ- 
ment can determining the course human life. 
Yet from foreword consisting two quotations are 
led think that the picture the environment presented 
contains implicit condemnation humanity for not 
taking steps alleviate such evil conditions. Thus 
presenting Ernie the author also presents the mean and 
tawdry environment which encompasses him and which 
wields great influence upon the course his life. 
Going further indicates that merely changing the en- 
vironment not sufficient. Ernie did have chances rise 
above his surroundings but was too weak take advantage 
them alone and the influence the people his life 
who urged him good could not overcome those who 
urged him evil and his own weakness. Mr. Llewellyn 
then would advocate that all men should take direct, 
personal and human interest helping their weaker 
brothers escape the evils which will inevitably drag 
them down. that could agree but must 
make one notable addition—each man has within himself 
the power utilize God’s freely given grace overcom- 
ing avoiding the evils which will encounter and 
only when, deadening his own conscience, rejects 
this power thet evil environment can inevitably drag 
him down. Though the environment and the help 
others are powerful influences determining the course 
man’s life yet this one factor more powerful than 
either. this almost inherent human power Mr. 
Llewellyn gives Ernie little portion. Ernie Mott 
character comparable perhaps James Farrell’s 
“Studs Lonigan”. both find the almost utter ab- 
sence good either desire action—they have 
inherent human dignity, faith, love but only need 
and but faint remnant hope expressed their desire 
for material betterment, for human acceptance. Ernie 
find interest love others save for what they 
could give him. Such character will necessity always 
lonely and alone. 


Mr. Llewellyn’s new style powerful its own right; one 
only sorry that many the words and phrases 
Cockney slang will not understood their full con- 
notation many readers. His language the language 
the street, hard, vulgar and even obscene times but 
always strictly within the scope the character 
portraying. describing Ernie’s constantly frustrated 
desires for women powerfully suggestive and this 
one point would invalidate the book for younger readers. 
general the book strong meat approaching the very 
brink that vulgar realism objectionable much 
our modern fiction but with curious restraint and 
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intensity purpose which saves from becoming abso- 
lutely valueless filth. not recommended in- 
discriminately even adults but since there some value 
its vivid description the power evil environment 
and evil companions together with lack love and under- 
standing influence upon the course weak human 
life may recommended warily and with discretion 
very mature adult readers.

theme that saving the English soldiers caught 
France after the evacuation. That the primary agents 
their liberation should have been two middle-aged women, 
more home profession and temperament running 
millinery shop and leading relatively “sheltered” life, 
the most remarkable element the account how 
approximately 150 soldiers were enabled escape into 
unoccupied France. 


When France fell the summer 1940 Etta Shiber, 
American widow, and her friend Kitty Beaurepos, whose 
apartment she shared, tried leave Paris too late, were 
caught the sluggish stream refugees and finally were 
forced back Paris. the way they met innkeeper 
whom Kitty happened mention that she was English 
birth. you can something for me,” the inn- 
keeper said. have someone here who speaks only 
English. Ask him how long intends stay. Tell 
him very sorry, don’t want ask him leave— 
but there are Germans all around, they are hunting for 
Englishmen, and—you understand—it dangerous for 


me. 


That’s how Kitty and Etta started, hiding William Gray 
the RAF the luggage compartment their car, 
sheltering him their Paris apartment and then effecting 
transfer friend the borderline unoccupied 
France. Back Paris after this nervewracking mission, 
Etta was relieved, “Now that it’s all over, let’s careful 
not get into any more adventures like that one. What- 
ever do, must avoid anything that will bring the 
Nazis down upon us.” Yet within few weeks they had 
inserted the German-controlled Paris Soir the 
effect that “William Gray, formerly Dunkirk, seek- 
ing his friends and relatives”, giving address that 
nearby café where they could receive the answers 
unnoticed. the three replies, one from Father Chris- 
tian Ravier appeared most authentic. His was merely 
plea for assistance collection campaign for the restora- 
tion his church. Cleverly worded indicated once 
answer their hope, for Father Christian was shelter- 
ing and otherwise aiding hundreds the lost English. 
From that time the underground railway began wholesale 
operations. Regularly Father Christian turned with 
four his charges. Chancel, friend the women 
operated the second station while the third was the 
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border under the direction the unlettered but im- 
mensely wise Tissier. 

Then one day two men with briefcases came the apart- 
ment, asking for Mme. Beaurepos. The Gestapo had 
arrived. The adventure took new turn. From that day 
Mrs. Shiber spent most her time prison, underwent 
all sorts direct questioning and indirect subterfuge used 
force admission the fact about the underground. 
The other participants were gradually arrested; all were 
brought trial; Kitty and Father Christian received death 
sentences while the others were given prison terms hard 
labor. About that life prison, before and after the 
trial, Mrs. Shiber writes with horrifying clarity. One 
wonders how anyone could survive the lack food, heat 
and clothing combined with the stench uncleaned 
rooms and persons. 


Not the least remarkable incident the final one, the 
exchange two war prisoners via the immortal Drotting- 
holm; the return Germany red-headed woman 
about thirty-five forty the name Johanna 
mann who had been hairdresser the Bremen and 
avocation member spy ring, and the return freedom 
middle-aged woman the name Etta Shiber who 
had lived through one the great adventures this war, 
who had endured the worst short death survive and 
write story that should inspire every reader. Often the 
style matter-of-fact; there are few heroics drama 
other than the events themselves which are sufficiently 
powerful make one the very best 
books about the Nazi scheme life. are pleased 
recommend without any reservations. 


Adams, James Truslow. The American; the Making 
New Man. Scribner’s. Sept. 20, 1943. 404p. $3.00. 


There emerged, some time after 1607, the typical Ameri- 
can. had dynamic amibition, the American Dream, 
thrilling vision new and more human life and wider 
happiness carved and hammered out the wilder- 
ness. 


welcome you [said the continent] with open arms 
wide expanse, three million square miles woods 
and mountains, fields and prairies and plains, 
riches Take and use me. Yours 
the opportunity the ages For you— 
and you—the chance has come (p. 23-24). 


The American wilderness, its richness 
had evoked the dream. Then the wilderness, the 
pioneers gradually conquered it, had conquered, 
sense, the pioneers. had moulded their thoughts, mak- 
ing them more free; had moulded their feelings, making 
them bolder; its boundless frontiers, beckoning ever on- 
ward, had touched the pioneers with unique restlessness 
soul and concentration glowing future, the spirit 
which Thoreau described the American sense ex- 


pectancy. 


This new man, formed largely from the impact the 
continent the individual, re-examined 
praised the author The Epic America and The 
March Democracy. What did the new land the 
people who came What the authentic American 
character, with its virtues and its faults? 
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The theme has not infrequently been orchestrated with 
much accompaniment from ultra-Liberal bassoons. 
the merit Mr. Adams that has conducted his analysis 
with fine moderation, fairness, and his usual literary grace.

Yet there was more the American than his freedom. 
developed somehow another trait which set him off 
from many other free peoples: paid reverence, con- 
sciously instinctively, the reasonable restraints 
law and authority. For this characteristic Mr. Adams 
gives large credit English traditions government and 
thought—an acknowledgment unchallenged most 
us, with notable exceptions. 


Without denying the contributions the leaders, the 
author insists that the American idea the Good Society, 
institutionalized the Constitution with its Bill 
Rights, was mainly the achievement the common man. 
remarked Edward Everett Hale, “the great mistakes 
our government have all been the mistakes theorists. 
The great successes have been wrought when the people 
took their own affair hand, and pushed through” 
(p. 301-302). This view, which, its unqualified and 
radical form, many writers have ridden lingering 
and merited death, makes out good case for itself 
this book. 


The task building the nation was, the last analysis, 
achieved millions John Does who, some miracle 
which perhaps the real key the American story, hap- 
pened each great crisis our history think straight 
and keep their leaders thinking straight. The Bill 
Rights, for example, was born not the Constitutional 
Convention but out the mouths the people, who 
were not too sure the Constitution and demanded 
codicil. 


But, apotheosizing the small man, the author does not 
extremes. not more Jeffersonian than Jeffer- 
son, who observed that, “though the will the majority 
all cases prevail [?], that will, rightful, must 
reasonable”. One the strangest things about the 
American Dream was the fact that the dreamers knew 
how control it. This book, without dispelling the 
dream’s glamour, points out the fact, thus confirming the 
Catholic conservative concept American free govern- 
ment. 


the author admits, there were moments our history 
when the American ideal freedom became misty and 
men could scarcely see that was still there. That was 
perilous, for, this book constantly reminds us, the 
American lives that ideal, and made it. 
were grave danger, for instance, during the “Gilded 
Age” the post-Civil War period, when the virtues

the frontier spirit had many instances degenerated into 
mere front. may similar danger now, from 
other and more serious causes. 


Not everything this book will appeal everybody. The 
author may perhaps bit too partial toward New Eng- 
land and Virginia prime nurseries the American 
species. (In his previous volumes Mr. Adams has not 
hesitated drag forth, when necessary, some skeletons 
from Massachusetts closets.) Also, even more com- 
plete analysis the American type would mark the fact 
that there was distinctive Catholic contribution.

Since space Best Sellers necessarily limited, and since 
the publishers would protest long quotations, short ones 
must necessarily suffice. The book itself sustained 
frontal, flank, and rear attack upon centralization gov- 
ernment and business, with particular emphasis upon the 
former. The author convinced that the rather widely 
accepted belief that American industry has become 
that can longer expect anything more 
than modifications, dangerous, destructive, defeatist 
attitude which must ended once are keep 
our economic and political liberty. has patience 
with any kind “planned economy”. distrusts 
“social engineers”. does not believe that the “experts” 
have the right the ability govern the masses the 
people. his contention that the politicians are trying 
induce the people surrender their liberty and their 
right govern themselves exchange for so-called 
“security”, which the author’s opinion will subse- 
quently become equivalent loss liberty, since the 
citizens will simply become the wards all powerful 
state. his fear that after destroying dictatorships 
elsewhere shall live under that detested type govern- 
ment right here home. 


The book not written anything approaching 
hysterical vindictive tone. devastatingly inclusive 
and accurate, and based upon extensive research. Its 
fifteen chapters, beginning with “Mood Defeat” and 
ending with Program”, analyze our national attitudes, 
particularly the past decade, and make clear what the 
author thinks would improvements. not vision- 
ary program; not reactionary; not political book 
program; draws historical comparisons between past 
bureaucracies and the ones now operating this country 
various areas. Very plainly, the author declares that 
the present fixed policies the national government will 
ultimately destructive national welfare and will 
destroy the nation have known it.

Steve Shaleen dragged along fair 
farmer but Kate, whose methods teaching school did 
not fit with Magdali’s ideas, was soon driven from the 
region. Ivar who had protested first against his wife’s 
conduct and had sided with Kate, had even been partly 
love with her, gradually subsided hoping that Magdali 
would come her senses. retained his own integrity 
but never succeeded restraining Magdali. 


Magdali attained her goal she became ruthless the 
domination her children. Not for them ideals and 
beauty but rather the hard practical road realism which 
she had marked out. Magdis and Arne followed their 
mother’s path with little hesitation but Karsten offered 
opposition falling love with Rose Shaleen and Olina 
with David Shaleen. However Magdali prevented both 
marriages but Solveig, another child, successfully rebelled 
and married Alec Fordyce against her mother’s wishes, 
living happily thereafter.

River, Remember! the story domineering pioneer 
woman whose strength was misdirected self-aggrandize- 
ment and the evil she caused the lives her chil- 
dren. also the story two typical but different 
pioneer families, the blending whose good qualities 
would have been desirable but was prevented until the 
third generation. There are three four instances 
profanity, some slightly suggestive writing and the general 
weakness the book whole which militate against 
its recommendation. However should not prove harm- 
ful adults whom may recommended but with 
great degree enthusiasm.

The plot the story itself simple. James Cloche, 
the eldest illegitimate son Charles II, acts secret 
agent for his father. Since the secret his parentage has 
been kept from all but few can travel openly between 
the courts Europe without exciting suspicion but yet 
the same time with the requisite authority and trust. 
the King’s service James shuttles back and forth be- 
tween London, Paris and Rome, seeking treaty between 
Louis XIV France and his father and also negotiating 
with papal officials for the return England the 
Church. this latter project works under the tutelage 
the Jesuits and from them learns that for such noble 
end may use even the most evil means. These means 
include the assassination fellow countryman who 
tried block his schemes and the degradation Jesuit 
lay brother through life sin under the guise obedi- 
ence. the end treaty signed between Louis and 
Charles but the other negotiations are interrupted the 
death Clement IX. During the course the story 
James gradually realizes the evil the actions involved, 
comforted for while the “end and means” phil- 
osophy, but finally becomes disgusted with his own con- 
duct, leaves the King’s service, disowns his father and 
retires farm with Marie Cloche who had posed 
throughout the story his half-sister. 


The Grand Design novel purporting historical 
but reality merely tale shoddy adventure and foul 
intrigue mixed with pallid romance. Purely and simply 
hack writing deserves classed only with the lowest 
type pulp-magazine material. addition objec- 
tionable from many aspects that would futile 
list them all. Suffice say that all the shopworn 
English-inspired canards against the Church are re-em- 
ployed even though their falsity has been proven time 
and again. The authors show themselves com- 
pletely ignorant Catholic doctrine morality and the 
Church and the Jesuits are represented entirely time- 
serving, opportunistic and without principle any sort 
save the greed for power and material wealth. Much 
the material vile and despicable slander. Naturally the 
authors felt bound include modicum sexual im- 
morality, descending times the level pure ob- 
scenity (vide book would harm one who 
possesses correct knowledge English and Catholic 
history but entirely valueless and objectionable 
that should not for any class reader.

The pretty image, “gobbet phlegm”, whether applied 
club-foot Lew old Aunt Ursula some nameless 
negro cook Sunday morning, bulks omnipresent 
through the book that The New Yorker’s merry men 
could have field-day with their Infatuation With 
Sound Words Department. Spiritually the dead spit 
Faulkner lies mucoid over the pages what sure 
down one the most unpleasant novels this 
any other year, together with little random expectora- 
tion from Joyce, Huxley, Fitzgerald, Wolfe, Hemingway, 
and even Balzac. And important remember against 
Mr. Warren esthetically that has managed ape—oh, 
very skillfully, doubt—only their pathologies, without 
any the accompanying murky splendors that sometimes 
reward the searchers their regard. has Wolfe’s 
gigantism, for example, without any his poetry the 
gigantesque; and Faulkner’s sexual morbidity 
dark lyricism. all intellectualized, derivative, second- 
hand, second-rate. 


Heaven’s Gate has two plots which interlock very 
slightly. The first and less important, both spatially and 
terms literary effectiveness, the first-personal narra- 
tive quite naturalistic and indifferently phonetic dia- 
logue Ashby Porsum Wyndham who lies the Jail, 
Mulcaster County, for crime did not commit but 
which occurred the course the evangelistic activities 
has taken upon himself expiation for his sins 
carnality and, particular, for the striking down his 
brother, Jacob. This lesser motif linked the main 
plot through the personality Private Porsum, war hero 
the mountaineers and tool the Murdock political 
and financial ring headed Bogan Murdock whose 
daughter, Sue, rebels against her father’s ascendancy, and

implements her rebellion serving three men mistress. 
The first, Jerry Calhoun, one Bogan’s bright young 
men; summarily discarded, mere tool her 
father, for homosexual boxer-cum-poet-cum-graduate 
student, one Slim Sarrett, who eventually strangles her, 
but not before she has had aborted the child her third 
lover, Jason Sweetwater, labor organizer and opponent 
the Murdock interests, whose Marxian dogmas will not 
permit him through the bourgeois ceremony mar- 
riage. Said strangling occurs the very night the 
abortion the obbligato melodramatic female laughter 
that would have done credit the old shockers the 
Adelphi. The above bald summary neglects add the 
attempted lynching negro for the killing, and the 
assorted vagaries malignant Uncle Lew and Sue’s dipso- 
maniac mother, Dorothy, styled, tenderly, her husband, 
drunken, sodden, self-abusing, middle-aged bitch”. 
The last page seems imply, sort sociological 
moral, that the foregoing antic hay merely the pioneer 
virtues run seed, and that Bogan and Company are 
the spiritual heritage Andy Jackson. Hitler has 
said much the same thing. 


It’s pretty late the literary year—even for America, 
where the cultural lag runs some quarter century behind 
Europe’s fashions—for Mr. Warren trying his hand 
the old game épater bourgeois; and shows 
real zest his toying with tabus which others smashed 
before him. Nor has the classic 
Sophocles Edipus Rex and Scott The Antiquary: 
that evil fate which produces 
abomination and sacrilege. Heaven’s Gate—the subtle 
implication the title eludes least one reader—is the 
sort thing that makes the hapless book-reviewer mutter 
the Chestertonian ballade: 


have not read rotten page 

“Sex-Hate” “The Social

John Turnbull overgrown boy, undisciplined, im- 
petuous and heedless yet nevertheless generous and cap- 
able developing into fine man. His supposed friend, 
Andrew Bollister, tricks him into marrying barmaid 
that Andrew himself will free pursue Eugenia Mac- 
Neill, John’s cousin and the girl whom engaged. 
James Turnbull, John’s father, decides let life discipline 
his son and instead having the entire affair annulled 
sends John America make his own way. Thus 
set off John’s soul the spark hate which in- 
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fluence his whole future Even this spark would 
have smouldered and died had not been fanned 
further flame Bob Wilkins whom John meets the 
boat America. astute and crafty business 
pirate, preferring always operate illegally, senses the 
hatred that festering John’s soul and knowing the 
driving power such motive decides use John for 
his own enrichment. wholly without honor 
except for one justification which expresses always: 
always gives what they wants.” 


When Wilkins had heard John’s story laid his plans 
carefully. Securing position for John private secretary 
Richard Gorth, Andrew Bollister’s uncle, makes 
careful preparations concerning stolen patents which 
had brought from England for use cotton printing. 
When Andrew Bollister comes America enter his 
uncle’s firm and with Eugenia his wife, Wilkins care- 
fully keeps John ignorance the facts until can 
arrange surprise public meeting. John, feeling that his 
employer and Andrew have joined ridiculing him, 
betrays Gorth’s business secrets and leaves him. and 
Wilkins then build decaying cotton business, stealing 
control from its rightful owner. continues 
stimulate John’s hate until becomes monomania which 
sweeps all decency from his soul. time John acquires 
three daughters, Lavinia, Louisa and Adelaide his wife 
Lilybelle who had loved him and served him faithfully 
but whom, save for occasional hours, had never loved. 
Several years later when Eugenia confesses John that 
she had married Andrew only that might bring her 
America where she could near John takes her 
for his mistress and enjoys spurious happiness which 
however soon degenerates into further hate. 


John’s fanatic hate drives him greater and greater 
excesses becomes more and more unhappy. Although 
adores his two eldest and worthless daughters who can 
wind him around their little fingers because 
they love him continues vent his hate upon Lily- 
belle, his wife, and even more upon Adelaide his youngest 
daughter. Adelaide harried home, hated her 
father, given affection only her mother and practically 
forced become the servant her sisters. addition 
her mother only Wilkins loves her and constitutes him- 
self her Fabian protector. the time John’s eldest 
daughters are married hate and vengeance have cor- 
roded his soul that imminent danger mental 
and physical collapse. His daughters and their husbands 
aided Wilkins conspire steal control his wealth 
and only Adelaide perceives the danger and tries unsuc- 
cessfully block the plot. her attempts she forced 
reveal her marriage Anthony Bollister, son An- 
drew and Eugenia, which had taken place early the 
morning that same day. search Anthony for help 
she catches pneumonia and taken Wilkins’ home 
where she almost dies but eventually the 
denouement John discovers the way which has per- 
mitted hate ruin his life, sees the injustice his course, 
repents, seeks forgiveness Lilybelle and Adelaide and 
the story ends Wilkins, planning operate honestly for 
change, engaged persuading Anthony Bollister 
help him ruin John’s sons-in-law that all the wealth 
will Adelaide. 


One may consider The Turnbulls from three aspects: 
psychological study which the corrosive effects 
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hate upon the human soul are shown; novel 
manners and customs which depicts the stilted and crass 
life the well-to-do New York during the 19th cen- 
tury; and finally combination drama-adventure story 
which the action fast and exciting times, times 
slow and uninteresting. Only two characters the book 
are good—Lilybelle and Adelaide and only the latter 
strong enough conquer her difficulties. The others are 
weak, malicious, self-seeking and evil. However wrong- 
doing shown inevitably bringing its own punishment 
except the case Wilkins who permitted live 
happily and joyfully spite all the evil which has 
perpetrated. Certain false ideas and psychological con- 
cepts are expressed which only few examples can 
given: page James Turnbull expresses the conviction 
that the poor and the oppressed are the enemies democ- 
racy; page 116 Wilkins conveys the idea that all re- 
formers are sadists; page 309 Livingston sees spirit 
evil inherent human nature; pages 245-246 the 
same character contends that immigrants and their alien 
religions (including course Catholicism) are dangerous 
America. addition the description John’s drunken 
conduct with Lilybelle page too powerfully sug- 
gestive. These objections plus the style and the content 
matter render the book unsuitable for all adolescents and 
most adults.

Alone the world after her father’s death high-spirited 
Lark Shannon makes arrangements America with 
David North, stodgy young business man with whom 
she fancies herself love. David engaged ferreting 
out insurance swindle perpetrated Dr. Matson, 
slave runner, and the last moment leaves Lark sail 
alone the Tempora while he, disguise, attempts 
collect evidence aboard Matson’s ship, the Runnymeade. 
During the passage Lark meets Lancer, thoroughbred 
racer, the property Jerrod Terraine, Virginia planter, 
and witnesses wager between Terraine and Plascutt 
Dawes which their plantations are staked race 
held America. She also meets Minnie Buxtree, 
professional fat woman, petty thief and inveterate 
manchaser. 


Off the coast Virginia the ship sinks storm and 
Lark cast away coastal island where she rescues 
Lancer and renames him Red Raskall. After several days 
she discovered Galt Withe, boundboy Coney 
and Mag Vurney, hirelings Dr. Matson, and detained 
their inn. Shortly after Matson’s arrival she and Galt 
attempt escape but are recaptured Coney. the 
process Galt whips Coney soundly and thereby acquires 
the self-respect and dignity man. The two fall into 
Matson’s hands and uses Lark attempt dis- 
cover David who had crossed the Runnymeade dis- 
guised gypsy. this attempt Matson perpetrates 
murder two before Galt and Lark escape with Red 
Raskall. David could have fled with them and taken 
care Lark but being more interested his business 
career remained search for his precious

Unable bear Mara’s pettiness Lark leaves with Galt 
and travels upcountry effort return Red Raskall 
Terraine and collect the offered reward. the way 
they encounter Minnie Buxtree who now revealed 
having heart gold under rude exterior. Minnie, 
perceiving Galt’s love for Lark, matchmaker. She 
forces them stop with her, nurses Lark back full 
health, hides from her the fact that Terraine leaving 
for Kentucky after having lost his plantation and then 
persuades her keep Red Raskall.

The setting this novel English aircraft factory 
the summer 1943. Echoes the battles Stalingrad 
and Egypt keep spurring depressing factory production. 
The action could easily transferred any American 
factory, for neither the characters nor the dialect are par- 
ticularly British. 


The novel series typical factory personality sketches 
skillfully woven into plot several conflicts. Everybody 
from manager janitor represented. The framework 
conflict against falling production figures and the in- 
vestigations the Ministry. The main conflict the 
struggle for control between the chief engineer, Francis 
Blandford, and the works superintendent, Bob Elrick. 
Blandford correct, upper class, Tory. Elrick dynamic, 
popular, sound, but clumsy and morally weak. Bland- 
ford the British ruling class, polite, gentlemanly, yet 
ruthless. the people, fundamentally right but 
muddled, crude, and drinks; insulting 
meetings; and finally forces his embrace pretty 
girl worker. Blandford, therefore, wins, and Elrick dis- 
charged. There touch allegorical suggestion this 
plot that after the war somehow the British ruling class 
will triumph again and carry essentially before. 
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The chief sub-plot Elrick’s pursuit pretty Joyce 
hurst. This ends when, having ordered her his office, 
half-drunkenly and forcibly embraces her, and her 
screams attract Miss Shipton, the women’s welfare officer. 
The romantic sub-plot Maurice Angleby’s and Freda 
Pinnel’s quarrelsome falling-in-love and final engagement. 
Angleby the efficient young engineer who rose from the 
people; Freda Pinnel the beautiful and snobbish cousin 
Blandford’s. Bringing her into the factory somewhat 
tour force. Their final engagement suggests that 
the people and the ruling classes can come like and 
understand each other and certainly must either 
wants successful. 


This fairly interesting, worthwhile, and whole- 
some novel. perhaps too topical have more than 
temporary interest, but for our home-front-war-production 
days, fine. Its language always proper. has sins 
and temptations, which are never glorified dramatized 
into new temptations. Except perhaps for somewhat too 
broadminded portrait the unabashedly sinful first-aid 
woman “Sister Filey”, there are false notes the book. 


Several attitudes are develoned: that one mustn’t let one’s 
family private troubles drive one dissipation; that 
boss’s seduction attempt girl worker intolerable; 
that married men women have business running 
around with others; that more social and economic 
equality for the masses should follow this war but prob- 
ably won’t. The novel stresses the importance the 
production front for war, but doesn’t glamourize either 
Rosie the Riveter the poor fellow the front for 
whom she riveting. Though possibly bit too serious 
and heavy for many people, one can nevertheless wish 
young and old read it.
